55,000 FOR BREAKFAST Black and White, 11 Minutes 

A film report on the 1949 meeting of the International Federation of 
Agricultural Producers at Guelph, Ontario, and its plan to help solve the 
dire problem of world hunger — sharpened by the birth of 55,000 more human 
beings, arriving for breakfast each day. 


GREAT PLAINS Colour, 17 Minutes 
A study of the vast prairie region of Canada, showing the varied oc- 
cupations of farmers and townsmen throughout the year. Prepared primarily 


for classroom use. 


HOG FAMILY SUPREME Colour, 18 Minutes 

Specialized raising of and care of hogs in Prince Edward Island. How 
the farmer takes advantage of the scientific knowledge obtained from the 
Government Experimental Farm. Such assistance helps him to raise prize 
hogs for market. 


HOW TO BUILD A HOG SELF FEEDER Black and White, 5 Minutes 


Methods of raising and caring for hogs on Canadian farms. 


HYBRID CORN Colour, 16 Minutes 


A demonstration of the processes involved in the development of hybrid 
corn in Canada. Methods of inbreeding, testing and crossing plants with 
other selected strains are described as plant breeders at experimental farms 
work on the production of new and improved hybrids.

This film shows the production of milk and milk 
products under rigid scientific control and the many highly mechanized 
processes involved in the production of pasteurized, condensed, and pow- 
dered milk, butter, cheese and ice cream.

Protection and beauty afforded by trees and shrubs, gardens.

In an increasing number of ways, the agricultural scientist assists the 
man on the land. 


SHEPHERD, THE Black and White, 12 Minutes 


A portrayal of the life of a shepherd. This story takes place in the 
grassy uplands of British Columbia, showing a shepherd attended by his 
faithful dogs leading his flock of sheep to pasture. 


SCIL FOR TOMORROW Colour, 20 Minutes 


How wasteful cultivation impoverished the Canadian plains, and what 
measures are taken to restore their fertility. 


STOOK SWEEPS AND BUCK RAKES Black and White, 5 Minutes 


Methods of harvesting the grain in Western Canada. 


STORY OF STANDARDS Black and White, 22 Minutes 

What government and municipal food inspection does to ensure quality 
standards for the Canadian consumer. From the colorful array of foods on 
grocery shelves, the film takes us behind the scenes to the canning facto- 
ries and processing plants where products are prepared for marketing and 
where the grades appearing on labels are determined. We see the inspection 
of fresh fruits and vegetables, poultry, eggs and dairy products, as well as 
the research done by scientists and food analysts to discover new and better 
ways of food processing. 


TOBACCO RAISING IN QUEBEC Black and White, 6 Minutes 
The cultivation of the tobacco crop — photographed on a Quebec 


tobacco farm.

Study of several vegetable insects together with measures for their 


control. 
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THE WARBLE FLY AND ITS CONTROL Colour, 18 Minutes 


Damage done by warble flies and methods of control. 


WESTERN WHEAT Colour, 24 Minutes 

This is the story of wheat production, foremost in Canada’s agriculture, 
covering millions of western acres and involving the labor of thousands. 
When the yellow fields stand ripe in late summer, great combine harversters 
move in to reap in one operation what once took weeks of unflagging effort. 
Here the golden river begins to flow — from combine to truck, to prairie 
elevator, to grain cars, to marshalling yards and, finally, to Great Lakes 
terminal elevators and freighters. We see the constant inspection and grad- 
ing to ensure that only the best wheat reaches export markets, and the 
unending research which strives for hardier, more resistant varieties. One 
sequence shows the step-by-step process of bread-making in a large bakery. 


WINTER CARE OF CATTLE Black and White, 4 Minutes 


Scientific care given to Canadian cattle during the winter months. 


EDUCATION, ARTS, ETC. 
BALLET FESTIVAL Black and White, 11 Minutes 


Young Canadian dancers capture the glamour and excitement of the 
ballet at Canada’s first national Ballet Festival. Some of the dances per 
formed: ‘‘Les Sylphides’’; ‘‘Visages’’ — Winnipeg Ballet; ‘‘Red Ear of Corn’”’ 
— by the Toronto Company. 


CANADA DANCES Black and White, 9 Minutes 

Traditional and present day dances are seen as the response of group 
and individual to environmental pressures. The influence of social conditions 
on dance forms is demonstrated in a survey which ranges from Indian religious 
dances, through national and folk dances of pioneers and settlers, the 
Square dances of rural communities, to the mechanistic individualism of 
modem jive. 


CANADIAN LANDSCAPE Colour, 18 Minutes 
Canvasses of A. Y. Jackson, one of Canada’s foremost contemporary 
painters, at work in autumn hills of northern Ontario and Quebec. 


CHILDREN’S CONCERT Black and White, 42 Minutes 
(Eugene Kash, conductor, explains different aspects of music). 
A visit to the Saturday concerts which are making music a familiar 
and exciting part of life for Ottawa’s children. 


A CITY SINGS Black and White, 11 Minutes 


The Manitoba Music Festival — Showing various groups of young 
Singers, and the enthusiasm with which the festival is held. 


EACH MAN’S SON Black and White, 11 Minutes 


An excerpt from the novel ‘‘Each Man’s Son’? by Hugh MacLennan. 
The setting is typical of the author’s boy-hood home, and the episode high- 
lights one of the central characters of the story, Dr. Daniel Ainslie, who 
served a small coal-mining community on the Cape Breton Island, forty years 
ago. Particularly suitable for any group interested in Canadian stories or 
contemporary Canadian literature. 


ESKIMO ARTS AND CRAFTS Colour, 22 Minutes 
Arts and crafts amongst the Eskimos in the far north of Canada. 


FILM AND YOU Bl ack and White, 21 Minutes 


How film councils are organized and what they can do for the community. 


THE GENTLE ART OF FILM PROJECTION ~— Black and White, 21 Minutes 

Very good for film councils and clubs. The story of how to be a good 
projectionist. Illustrated by the ‘‘clown’’ who does everything incorrectly in 
setting up and using film equipment — his errors pointed out by the expert 
and advice given. 


HOLIDAY AT SCHOOL Colour, 20 Minutes 
Music, handicrafts, dramatics, painting and other subjects indicate 
the range of courses offered at the Banff School of Fine Arts. 


HOPPITY POP Black and White, 3 Minutes 

An animated film in which coloured shapes do a dance in time to old- 
fashioned calliope music. This experimental film is made without a camera, 
by drawing directly upon the film with ordinary pen and ink. 


THE IMPOSSIBLE MAP Colour, 10 Minutes 


This illustrates the difficulty of presenting a true map of the world on 


a flat surface. 


ISLE OF THE DEAD Black and White, 4 Minutes 
An animated film bringing to life the 19th century painting by Arnold 
Brechlin. Strange and dreamlike island life. 


IT’S FUN TO SING Black and White, 1] Minutes 

Fun with the Leslie Bell singers, 60 Toronto business girls who sing 
forthe joy of it, practice under the direction of Leslie Bell, who shapes their 
untrained voices into a finely-blended choir. 


JOLIFOU INN Colour, 1] Minutes 

Canada of ahundred years ago, seen through the paintings of Cornelius 
Krieghoff, one of the best-known painters of the Canadian scene, who worked 
and lived for thirty-two years in the rich and colourful wilderness of Quebec. 


KLEE WYCK Colour, 16 Minutes 


The story of Emily Carr, one of Canada’s foremost painters, and her 
paintings of west coast Indian villages. 


LIBRARY ON WHEELS Black and White, 14 Minutes 


An account of how the Fraser Valley Union Travelling Library operates 
over a 750 mile circuit. 


LISTEN TO THE PRAIRIES Black and White, 21 Minutes 


Manitoba’s annual Musical Festival. 


THE LOON’S NECKLACE Colour, 12 Minutes 


Produced by Crawley Films Limited, Ottawa, Canada. 
An Indian legend, retold through dramatic use of ancient carved masks, 
treasures of the National Museum at Ottawa. Canadian ‘‘Film of the year’’. 


MARCHING THE COLOURS Colour, 3 Minutes 


An experiment in animation, visualizing a well-known military march 
in geometric, abstract patterns of colour. The film was made without the 
use of a camera, by producer Guy Glover. The titles are multilingual. 


MUSIC IN THE WIND Black and White, 10 Minutes 


Film of the building of Casavant organs. Construction of modern pipe- 
organs at St. Hyacinthe, Quebec. 


MUSICIAN IN THE FAMILY Black and White, 17 Minutes 


A young farm lad with a talent for the trombone achieves his ambition— 
a musical education — despite some paternal opposition. 


NEIGHBOURS Colour, 9 Minutes 

A Norman McLaren animated film, employing his new ‘‘Pixilation’’ 
technique, which illustrates a simple parable about two neighbours who, 
after living side by side with mutual friendliness and respect come to blows 
over the possession of a flower that one day grows where their properties 
meet. The film has neither dialogue nor narration, but the action is accom- 
panied by synthetic music and sound effects. 


NEW CHAPTERS Colour, 15 Minutes 


How the public library can focus the leisure-time life of a city. Music 
recitals, art classes and exhibitions, film loans and showings, play readings 
and forum discussions make the library a community center. 


PAINTERS OF QUEBEC Colour, 18 Minutes 


A survey of contemporary French Canadian art. Artists shown at work. 


PHOTO CANADA Colour, 10 Minutes 


The story of the aerial mapping of Canada’s vast northern territories. 


PRIMITIVE PAINTERS OF CHARLEVOIX Colour, 22 Minutes 


A study of French Canadian primitive painting. 


THE PUPPETEERS Black and White, 6 Minutes 

A glimpse behind the curtains of a puppet theater showing the making 
of marionettes and how they come to life in the skilled hands of the puppet- 
eer. In the studio work shop of Micheline Legendre we watch the creation 
of anew puppet character and eventually see its debut before an appreciative 
audience of one — her little nephew and children’s drama critic. 


SIGHT AND SOUND Black and White, 11] Minutes 
How school movies and radio assist in education. Dull school subjects 
come to life and the child remembers what he sees and hears more easily 


than just reading about it. 


STORY OF A VIOLIN Colour, 22 Minutes 

How a violin is made. Each part is described and how it affects the 
other parts. Human interest touch; young Bill torn between love of baseball 
and love of violin. Baseball wins. Violin broken; team-mates work all summer 
to provide Bill with new one — which results in the ‘‘Story of a Violin’’. 


STRATFORD ADVENTURE Colour, 35 Minutes 


The story behind the Stratford (Ontario) Shakespearean Festival, Show- 
ing the courage, the planning and the talent that made it a triumphant reality. 


TIME AND TERRAIN Colour, 10 Minutes 


An animated study in Canadian geology. 


TWO BAGATELLES Colour, 3 Minutes 


Two short films by Norman McLaren in which the principles of anima- 
tion normally used to put drawings or puppets into motion are used to animate 
live actors. The first is a short waltz entitled ‘‘On The Lawn’’, in which a 
male dancer performs gliding waltz steps to the accompaniment of animated 
synthetic music. The second is a fast march, ‘‘In The Backyard’’, to the 
accompaniment of an old fashioned calliope. 


VARLEY Colour, 16 Minutes 


A portrait of Frederick Varley, a Canadian painter of the Group of Seven. 


WARP AND WEFT Colour, 1] Minutes 


That weaving, one of man’s oldest arts, still offers pleasure and op- 
portunity for self-expression to both beginner and expert, is shown as we 
watch a class of weavers, under expert guidance, ‘‘dress’’ their looms and 
weave the useful and attractive articles of their choice: a delicate evening 
scarf, fabric for a suit, or the practical table mats woven by a beginner. The 
process of weaving is seen in close-up and slow motion. Traditional Scot- 
tish and European designs are shown, with excellent contemporary work 
from every part of Canada indicating the popularity of the craft today. 


WOODWINDS AND BRASS Black and White, 12 Minutes 


At one of Ottawa’s Saturday concerts for children, the conductor, 
Eugene Kash, introduces the woodwind and brass instruments and has 
musicians play each of the main types. Beginning with a willow whistle, 
he explains that modern wind instruments — flute, clarinet, trombone and 
others — are just more complex versions of this simple pipe. 


ENTERTAINMENT 


BRONCO BUSTERS Colour, 10 Minutes 


Calgary’s famous Stampede is brought to the screen in this film. We 
first see the broncos on Southern Alberta ranges where they roam until 
rounded up for the big show. Cowboys shown taking part in the wild horse 
riding and calf roping contests. (Good for children as well as adults). 


CADET ROUSSELLE Colour, 7 Minutes 


An animated cartoon about Cadet Rousselle, the hero of an old French 
folk song which is sung in accompaniment to the theme. 


CHANTS POPULAIRES NO. 5 Black and White, 6 Minutes 


Norman McLaren’s animated interpretation of two old French Canadian 
folk songs, sung by the ‘‘Alouette Quartette’’. 


CHANTS POPULAIRES NO. 6 Black and White, 7 Minutes 


Norman McLaren’s surrealistic animated version of the two old French 
Canadian folk songs ‘‘La-haut sur ces montagnes’* and ‘‘C’est l’aviron’’. 


CHRISTMAS CAROLS Colour, 11 Minutes 
An animated cartoon illustrating some of the popular Christmas Carols 
including ‘‘Good King Wenceslas”’ etc. 


COME TO THE FAIR Colour, 6 Minutes 

The familiar, contagious British folk song, ‘‘Heigh-ho, Come to the 
Fair’’, With animation and gaiety, puppets jostle among bright period sets 
of Merrie England, and the ripple of colour matches the lilting music, 
rendered by a melodious quartette, 


DOTS Colour, 3 Minutes 


By Norman McLaren 
An experimental film, in which percussive rhythm is integrated with 
simple geometric designs, both created entirely by the artist drawing on the 


celluloid. 


FIDDLE DE DEE Colour, 4 Minutes 


An experimental film by Norman McLaren in which the violin music is 
followed by a flow of colours on the screen.

An explanation of the principles and production of synthetic sound, 
showing Norman McLaren’s experimentation with hand-drawn sounds on 


film. The film is designed as an introduction to such McLaren animated 
productions as Dots and Loops. 


LA POULETTE GRISE Colour, 6 Minutes 


A Norman McLaren animated lullaby which originated in France during 
the 17th century. 


SING A LITTLE Black and White, 9 Minutes 

From inside a CBC studio we see Allan Mills broadcast his familiar 
invitation to ‘‘sing a little and play a little’? with his customary introduction 
that every song tells a story. Three ballads are sung in this film: ‘‘The 
Farmer’s Cursed Wife’’, ‘‘Barbara Allen’’ and ‘‘Jack the Sailor’’. All are 
sung against suitably designed backgrounds, with animated puppets enacting 
the story told by each song. 


TI-JEAN GOES LUMBERING Colour, 15 Minutes 

A French-Canadian folk tale about the fantastic exploits of a myste- 
rious little boy who one day rides into a winter logging camp on a big white 
horse and astonishes hardy lumberjacks with his physical prowress. 


TORONTO SYMPHONY NO. 1 Black and White, 9 Minutes 

A film concert by the Toronto Symphony Orchestra, led by Sir Ernest 
MacMillan, including three contemporary compositions: ‘‘Jamaican Rumba’’ 
by Arthur Benjamin, ‘‘A St-Malo’’ a sketch for strings based on a French- 
Canadian folksong, and the Overture to ‘‘Colas Breugnon’’ by Dmitri 
Kabalevsky. 


TORONTO SYMPHONY NO. 2 Black and White, 9 Minutes 
The third movement of Tschaikovsky’s Sixth Symphony in B minor, 
played by the Toronto Symphony Orchestra, Sir Ernest MacMillan conducting.

(Organization) 
A demonstration of how safety committees can operate to lower the 
accident rate in industry. 
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ACCIDENTS DON’T HAPPEN NO. 2 Black and White, 7 Minutes 


(Machines) 
A demonstration of how minor carelessness in handling machinery 
may lead to major accidents. 


ACCIDENTS DON’T HAPPEN NO. 3 Black and White, 7 Minutes 


(Hand 1ing ) 
A brief lesson on how to avoid accidents at work by taking common- 
sense precautions. 


ACCIDENTS DON’T HAPPEN NO. 4 Black and White, 5 Minutes 


(Falls) 
A review of several of the chief causes of serious falls in industry. 


ACCIDENTS DON’T HAPPEN NO. 5 Black and White, 8 Minutes

Process of producing ‘‘boneless’’ Atlantic codfish, from preparation 
of boats and plants to final packing and export. 


BOTTLENECK Black and White, 1] Minutes 

This film shows the first Canadian stages of the St. Lawrence Seaway 
project get underway at the Long Sault Rapids near Cornwall. Showing 
some of the elaborate preparations made before construction began, and 
explains how the International Rapids section, will be harnessed, opening 
up a new world of industrial expansion. 


CANADA’S AWAKENING NORTH Black and White, 32 Minutes 

Shows the social and economic development of the Mackenzie District, 
Northwest Territories. The life of the Eskimo and the Indian is seen as 
they hunt, trap, fish and adopt many of the amenities of civilization. 
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DIGGERS OF THE DEEP Black and White, 18 Minutes 


A review of the problem created by the decline of the coal-mining 
industry in Canada, as witnessed in one of the areas of Nova Scotia most 
affected. 


DUES AND THE UNION Black and White, 17 Minutes 


The importance of regular payment of union dues and how they keep a 
union going, related through the experiences of a young apprentice pipe- 
fitter, 


EVERYBODY’S HANDICAPPED Black and White, 18 Minutes 
Presents the experience of a National Employment Service placement 
officer who finds that in the so-called handicapped worker he has as good 
a product to sell as in the one without disability. Many instances of job 
performance by physically handicapped workers illustrate his view. 


EYE WITNESS (INDUSTRIAL) Black and White, 22 Minutes

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ARCTIC DOG TEAM Colour, 11 Minutes 


A study of the part played by husky dogs in the life of Eskimos of 
Eastern Arctic. To the nomad Eskimo, his dog team is the sole means of 
moving about across the unmapped Arctic wilderness, A team of huskies is 
shown here and we learn something of their characteristics, living condi- 
' tions, and treatment by the Eskimos. 


ARCTIC HUNTERS Black and White, 17 Minutes 


Scenes of life and hunting activities of Eskimos. These gentle people 
in their endless struggle for existence, must kill many walrus and seals in 
summer to provide food, clothing and equipment in the long winter months. 
We see Eskimo seal-hunting from their kayaks, walrus-hunting from a small 
motor boat and their celebrating the catch with dances and song. 


ARCTIC JUNGLE Colour, 11 Minutes 


A condensed version of Eskimo Summer. The life of the Eskimo is a 
constant struggle for existence against harshness of the Arctic. The Eskimo 
is amazingly happy and adapted to the rugged northern life, but never can 
he relax his perpetual battle for life. 


CALECHE DRIVER Black and White, 8 Minutes 


A tour of the quaint old-world city of Quebec, conducted by a caleche 
driver who transports visitors in one of the many open horse-drawn carriages, 
a constant delight to tourists. 


ESKIMO SUMMER Colour, 16 Minutes 


During the brief Arctic summer, the Eskimo must provide meat and fuel 
for the coming winter. We watch the men fishing, hunting seal, walrus and 
polar bears, while the women prepare the meat and skins. 


FAMILY TREE Colour, 15 Minutes 

Story of the settlement of Canada, illustrated with cheerful animated 
cartoons. The arrival of Jacques Cartier, the fishing and fur trade which 
followed, the rival colonization by French and British, climaxed by the battle 
of the Plains of Abraham. The coming of the United Empire Loyalists is seen: 
gold rush in the west: completion of the railway. New branches of the family 
tree added by European settlers to the prairies. Finally, the whole country 
matured into a nation with its traditions enriched by those of many people. 


FISHERMEN OF PUBNICO Black and White, 10 Minutes 
A film story about the people who live in the nine fishing villages of 
Pubnico on the South-West tip of the Nova Scotian peninsula. 
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THE GAELS OF CAPE BRETON Colour, 12 Minutes 
To the Highlands of Cape Breton came Scottish settlers in search of 
land. This film shows the story of these settlers. 


GASPE COD FISHERMEN Black and White, 12 Minutes 
Describes life in a little fishing village on the Gaspe Peninsula. The 
role of the local Cooperative in the community. 


GRAND MANAN Colour, 10 Minutes 
The story of the historic little island off the coast of New Brunswick 
and the life of the fishermen who inhabit it. 


HOW TO BUILD AN IGLOO Colour, 11 Minutes 


A demonstration of igloo-building in Canada’s far north, showing how 
the site is selected and how blocks of snow are used to make a snug shelter 
against the Arctic cold. 


ICELAND ON THE PRAIRIES Colour, 22 Minutes 

Describes the founding of Icelandic communities in Canada and their 
contributions to Canadian heritage. It shows the picturesque ceremony of 
the Fjalkonna. 


INDIAN HUNTERS Black and White, 9 Minutes 


Story of how the Indians in Canada depending on game hunting for 
life, search new hunting grounds. Travel by canoe and portage to their new 
hunting grounds. 


LAND OF THE LONG DAY Colour, 38 Minutes 


During the short Arctic summer on Baffin Island, the native Eskimo 
enjoys four months of continuous daylight. But it is no time for relaxation, 
for provision must be made for the long, cold winter night ahead. In this 
film Idlouk, Eskimo hunter, tells of his life in this northern land. We watch 
as he stalks the seal so vital to his existence, and as he and other hunters 
set out in kayaks to harpoon the white whale and the narwhal. At camp we 
meet his wife, children and aged parents, each of whom has work to do in 
the unceasing struggle for survival in this harsh land where the night is a 
hundred days. 
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THE LONGHOUSE PEOPLE Colour, 24 Minutes 


Shows the life and religious ceremonies of the Longhouse people. 
Although the Iroquois of today is a twentieth century man and fully adapted 
to the ways of the white man, some still retain the native customs and 
religious beliefs of their forefathers which serve as a link with the past, 
giving a meaning to their present life and pride in their race. In an open 
field we watch their ritual as they pray for rain, and, later, at the bedside 
of a dying chief, we see the healing ceremony performed by men of the False 
Face Society wearing fearsome-looking masks. Finally, we see the dance in 
celebration of a newly chosen chief. 


MEN OF LUNENBURG Colour, 16 Minutes 

The Bluenose schooners and the men of Lunenburg who sail them. 
Descendants of non-conformist refugees from inland cities and vine yards of 
the Rhine Valley, who are today shipbuilders and seamen, in Eastern 
Canada. 


NEWFOUNDLAND ATLANTIC PROVINCE Black and White, 18 Minutes 

This gives a picture of Newfoundland, Canada’s newest province. Its 
industry, its landscape, its people and their way of life. The opening up of 
Labrador with its iron potential. The Trans-Canada and overseas airlines at 
Gander. 


NO LONGER VANISHING Colour, 28 Minutes 


This film concerns itself with the present status of Canada’s Indian 
population and shows how, through an awakening sense of self-determination 
and increasing help from the white man, the 20th. century Indian is stepping 
forward to a more active part in the conduct of his own affairs and those of 
his native country.

Shows the settlements along the Peace River and the developments 


of that area.

Shows the Canadian naval contingement at the Coronation of Her 
Majesty Queen Elizabeth II. 


WINGS FOR NATO Black and White, 15 Minutes 


Shows student airmen from member nations of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization training for joint Western defence. 


WITH THE CANADIANS IN KOREA Black and White, 16 Minutes 


An eye witness account of living conditions and military operations of 
the 25th Canadian Infantry Brigade in the Korean theatre of war. 


NATURE STUDY 


BEAVER FAMILY (Silent) Black and White, 26 Minutes 

Riding Mountain National Park, Manitoba, makes a background for a 
story of friendship between man and animal. Grey Owl, the famous naturalist, 
had an amazing faculty for making friends with beaver, who would come 
when he called and take food from his hand without the slightest fear. 


BEAVER PEOPLE (Silent) Black and White, 13 Minutes 


The Beaver, once almost exterminated, finds a home and safety in 
Canada’s National Parks and discovers that man can be his friend, particu- 
larly Grey Owl, the famous naturalist. 


BIRDS OF CANADA NO. 2 Colour, 11 Minutes 
This film shows close-ups of a variety of Canadian birds, their nests, 
eggs, and fledglings in their first attempts to fly. 


BIRDS OF CANADA NO. 3 Colour, 1] Minutes 

A study of three Canadian birds: Kildeer Plover, Nighthawk and Cedar 
Waxwing. We see their feeding habits and how each behaves when its nest 
is threatened. 
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BIRDS OF CANADA NO. 4 Colour, 11 Minutes 

A study of three Canadian birds; Spotted Sandpiper, the Sora Rail and 
the Barrow’s Golden Eye. Closeups showing mother birds on their eggs, the 
eggs hatching and the young chicks venturing forth. 


BIRDS OF CANADA NO. 5 Colour, 10 Minutes 

A study of three common Canadian birds; the Yellow Shafted Flicker, 
the Chestnut-sided Warbler and the Mountain Bluebird, The camera eye gives 
a nest-side view of parent birds guarding eggs and of greedy babies jostling 
for food. 


BIRDS OF CANADA NO. 6 Colour, 10 Minutes 


The Pileated Woodpecker; the Yellow-bellied Sapsucker and the common 
Loon are objects of study. Distinguishing features of each, the feeding 
habits of the three. 


BIRDS OF CANADA NO. & (Silent) Colour, 10 Minutes 
A study of two birds; the Robin and the Red-Eyed Vireo nesting, 
seeking food and feeding their young. 


BIRD FANCIER Black and White, 30 Minutes 

Staged in Old Quebec, this film is about a rebel against thetime-clock, 
whose hobby was snaring birds, but whose dream was to escape the bonds of 
domesticity. 


BIRDS OF THE PRAIRIE MARSHES Colour, 10 Minutes 

Present studies of several species of wild ducks, geese and other 
waterfowl — some reared in permanent captivity, others transient seasonal 
visitors at Delta Waterfowl Research Station in Manitoba, 


BIRDS OF THE SEASHORE Black and White, 11 Minutes 

Close camera-eye view of water birds of Canada’s East Coast, their 
habits, breeding grounds, etc. Plumed herring gulls, gannets, eider ducks 
riding the St. Lawrence, blue heron, and other birds of Canada. 


COLOUR OF LIFE Colour, 25 Minutes 

This film probes the perennial miracle that lies behind the growth of 
a seedling, the seasonal upsurge of life in a forest giant and the mysterious 
alchemy of a single leaf, 
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GREY OWL’S LITTLE BROTHER Black and White, 11 Minutes 


The story of the beaver. ‘‘Grey Owl’’ a white man who takes the Indian 
way of life, makes the beaver his ‘‘little brother’’. 


HIGH OVER THE BORDERS Black and White, 21 Minutes 


This is a study of annual migrations by American birds. Shows the 
routes followed by the Canada Goose and Swallows between Canada and the 
wintering areas thousands of miles south, 


HUNTING WITH A CAMERA Colour, 17 Minutes 

The thrills of the chase can be recaptured time and again when hunting 
is done with a motion picture camera. For this film animals, fish and water 
birds were ‘‘shot’’ to provide a living picture gallery of Canada’s wild life. 
A group of children, visiting a natural history museum, sits spellbound 
watching a passing parade of water birds and animals photographed in their 
natural environment. 


LIFE ON WESTERN MARSHES Colour, 15 Minutes 

Colour close-ups showing detail of the birds’ plumage are a feature of 
this story of the hazardous life of the wild ducks and geese, and what man is 
doing to preserve them. 


NEW HOME FOR BEAVERS Black and White, 8 Minutes 


Describes the Government conservation programme of restocking areas 
where the beaver is almost extinct. 


RICHES OF THE EARTH Colour, 17 Minutes 

Colourful animation illustrates how Canada’s underground resources 
took shape through geological ages, and how these riches of the earth have 
become the raw materials of the works of man. 


SCIENCE GOES FISHING Black and White, 11 Minutes 
Scientists from Laval University and the Federal Fisheries Research 
Board scientific research in Gaspe to improve cod fishing. 


SPRUCE BOG Colour, 22 Minutes 

A description of the conditions under which a spruce bog is formed. 
Time-lapse photography illustrates the growth and decay of vegetation 
preceding the appearence of sphagnum moss which chokes off the water to 
make the floor of the forest. 
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STRANGE DOINGS IN BEAVERLAND (Silent) Black and White, 11 Minutes 


This film gives intimate glimpses of Grey Owl, the renowned naturalist 
with the hardworking and skilful animal that has becomethe national emblem. 


THE WORLD AT YOUR FEET Colour, 22 Minutes 


Man’s inevitable and invaluable associate, the soil, is shown in a new 
light — a veritable thriving community in miniature, populated by living things 
of the animal, plant and insect worlds, some draining the soil of its use- 
fulness, others contributing to its productiveness. How this soil world 
maintains a harmonious balance is shown in highly magnified sequences 
employing time-lapse photography and photomicrography. The film deals 
extensively with soil substance, analyzing different types of soil structure 
and their resistance to varying natural conditions.

This film provides opportunity to study the emotional and physical 
development of children from ten to twelve years.
